This means 
$1,000,000 a week for a whole 
year to be expended by only four 
railroads. What would huppnif 
if all the railroads in the country 
ordered the new pqiiipmentR they 
stand lu Kiic,li .irent need ot? T'le 
wt'uethy coi poratiO'.iB of which 
we have 6pok<^u litwa the re- 
Kuurces and oiedit nedeasary t6 
meet the'r rffjuirctiiHti m.

With Other T«pios That Are of 
Interest to the Workers 
taf the Ifhufolw 

TUB l«td*r^i aim abonld bo to 
foster and encourage by hi* oww 
anggeaUona the expre**loB of 
religioua experlencea of a genn- 
tae and unatereotyped character, that 
the power and freedom of the apirit 
may b* reallaad la tho mootlBg. 

Tko loadMr** own part BhouM b* aa 
iwakonlag and miggMrttv* a* po**l- 
ble. and at the aame Ume Instraetlve 
ind edifying. ^Vhen It ia found that 
otbera are reluctant to take part in 
tbe meeting or their contrlbntlona 
liave beoom* largely moehaaloal and 
iplrttually nafmltfnl, tb* I wid* !** cart 
may be developed Into a leotnr*. Thla 
mode la found most satisfactory in 
many Kngllsb churches, and in many 
rlty churches among us. Such lee 
tures should, however, be carefully 
Donformed to tbe occasion and be 
prpihotlve ot the same ends sought 
In the prayor-meetlng. They should 
not be aermona, and should b* of a 
atrictly praotUK: aad dovotlaaal diar- 
acter. 

For such occasion!!, the exposition 
3f Scripture in longer portions has 
been made by many men, notably F. 
R. Robertson aad Alexander McLaren. 
So aI*o In tU* eountry the lata Dr. 
Qeorge Dana Boardman need the 
whole of the New Testament system- 
atically in this way. Others have 
taken the topics of the Sunday-school 
leawms or the Christian Endeavor 
serto*. This plan has the advantage 
of uniting dlfforant branOb** of the 
work of th* ehnroh aad utlllilBg an 
Interest already awakenel. 

Such expositions of Scripture should 
be proposed with care, and based on a 
nritlcal study of the portion selected. 
In which the leader avails himself of 
the beat modem authorltl**, bat thia 
critical work ahould not bo taitro- 
duced Into th* «spo*ltlon, tho r**nlta 
limply being practically applied. 

These expositions should be both 
devotional and practical, tho spiritual 
Impulse being first sought for, and 
then Its moral appIloatloB being indi- 
cated. ■ This Is the i^ostle Paul's 
method In an his eplsUo*. eufflelent 
variety of subjects caSihe found and 
touched upon incldentaly to a ayatom- 
atto course of Bible study. Perhaps 
a rapid survey of the contents of 
Scripture by books will bo fpund less 
tedious than a sfrl^on a single book 
might.— LalghtoB Wnilams, D. D..
